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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's amendment was received on 9/28/05, and has been entered and made of 
record Currently, claims 1-12 and 15 are pending. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The reference listed in the Information Disclosure Statement submitted on 10/3/05 has 
been considered by the examiner (see attached PTO-1449). The examiner notes that while the 
Information Disclosure Statement included a heading of "Sheet 1 of 2", only one sheet of the 
Information Disclosure Statement was in the file. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-12 and 15 are allowed (renumbered as claims 1-6, 8-13, and 7, respectively). 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1 and 7 (renumbered claims 1 and 8, respectively), in the examiner's 
opinion, it would not have been obvious to have the invention, as claimed, include the features of 
shifting a first scan line without packet loss and including a detected end of the first scan line, 
that is received in the FTE after the discarding, to join a second scan line without packet loss and 
including a detected end of the second scan line, that is received in the FTE before the 
discarding, to form a facsimile image. The closest prior art, previously noted as Barber (U.S. 
Patent Number 6,535,906), as well as the references of Joffe (U.S. Patent Number 6,559,980) 
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and Schuster et al (U.S. Patent Number 6,483,600), both of which were noted as pertinent prior 
art in the Office action dated 10/24/03, each fail to teach the feature of shifting a first scan line 
without packet loss and including a detected end of the first scan line, that is received in the FTE 
after the discarding, to join a second scan line without packet loss and including a detected end 
of the second scan line, that is received in the FTE before the discarding, so as to form a 
facsimile image. Thus, because of these features, which were incorporated from the previously 
presented claims 13 and 14, the claims are now rendered allowable.
